U.S. drafts plans for Iraq air strikes

WASHINGTON — The Bush 
administration is developing plans with 
Britain and France for air strikes against 
Iraq despite misgivings that a new military 
confrontation with Saddam Hussein could 
become a major blunder, U.S. officials said 
Wednesday. 

The threat of a military showdown was 
raised anew by the White House in the face 
of Iraq's continued defiance of United 


Nations’ cffor1.s to locale and destroy Iraqi 
weapons of mass destruction. 

“Wc are nqt ruling out any option 
including the use of military force," said 
President Bush’s press secretary. Marlin 
Fitzwalcr. 

Although administration officials insisted 
Bush was not making an empty threat, they 
acknowledged that a decision to u!\c 
militaiy force is filled with political and 
foreign policy perils. 

Becousc this is an election year. Bush 


would be vulnerable to charges that he is 
seeking a provocation with Iraq in hopes of 
rallying public support around his flagging 
rc-clcction campaign. 

. There also arc widespread fears within 
the administration, particularly at the 
Pentagon, that military strikes would not 
achieve the desired objective: Iraq’s 
compliance with U.N. weapons inspection 
teams.

The newly discovered virus) appears 
different from HlV-1 and H1V.2, but it’s 
tod early to say if it's an entirely new cause 
of AIDS or even the cause of a new AIDS- 
like condition, Gupu 'said during a news 
conference. 

- Nevertheless, the virus "appears to be 
strongly associated” with what, looks like 


AIDS in people not infected with cither 
form of HIV, he said. 

Gupta said scientists don’t know if it is a 
truly new virus or an old one that has gone 
unrecognized until now. Gupta has dubbed 
it human intracistcroal retrovirus, or 
HICRV. 

They also have no idea.how the. newly 
discovered virus is spread. While they can't 
rule out the possibility it is spread through 
blood transfusions,- there are^so/evi coses 
of the new.' AIDS-like condition that there 
is no’ cause for undue alarm over the safety 
of the, blood supply, Gupu said.

Idaho paces 
U.S. growth 
in income

WASHINGTON — Idaho led the natitin 
in personal income growth, but people 
living along the East Coast and Caliform i 
trailed as the economy tried to shake ol : 
the recession, a government study sam 
Wednesday. 

“The 15 slates with the slowest growilvin 
personal income since the first quarter o! 
1991 arc on or near the East Coast, excep' 
for California, and tend to be densely 
populated," according to the report by the 
Commerce Department’s Bureau ol 
•Economic Analysis. 

All states posted income gains in the I - 
months ending in March, ranging from an 
anemic I.O percent in Rhode Island to ;i 
robust 7.3 percent in Idaho. Nationally, 

. incomes grew 4.1 percent. 

Gov. Cecil Andrus said he expects tliL 
growth to continue at least through the 
second quarter of next year. "It’s a diice: 
result of the aggressive attitude taken hy 
the state of Idaho and her resident,. 
increasing and perpetuating cxistin!’, 
industries ;and aggressively seeking oui 
those firms looking for relocation,” he siiul. 

“It docs not surprise me. It is grritilying . 
that Idaho’s economic strength continues tu 
be very bullish,” Andrus said. . 

But personal income growth in 10 Las' 
Coast states failed to keep up with a .1.') 
percent increase in the inflation index used 
by the bureau. Californians’ incomes, 
which grew 3.2 percent, barely outpaced 
rising prices. 

“Most of the stales with the fastest 
growth in personal income since the flisi 
quarter of 1991 — the last quarter in which 
real gross domestic product declined — are 
in the western half of the United States. ' 
the report said. 

These states, it added, “have few large 
urban areas and have had fast growth in 
payrolls in construction and private 
service-type industries.” 

A recession generally is defined as two 
consecutive quarters of decline in the GDI’, 
the total of goods and services produced in 
the United States and the broadest mcasiiic 
of the nation’s economic health. 

TTie economy declined 3.9 percent in the 
final quarter of 1990 and 2.5 percent in the 
J first three months of 1991. It has grown 
sluggishly since then, including a 2.7 
percent advance from last January through 
March. 

New England was one of llic first areas 
f hit by the recession, which then spread 
down the East Coast. California's decline 
t came later; many analysts say its reccssiuii 
: continues. • • 

1 Rudolph E. DePass. a bureau analyst, 
r said the coastal areas suffered, in part, from 
military cutbacks, the effects of 
/ overbuilding and industry restructuring that 
t began o& the economy weakened, 
t “Many of the interior states restructured 
s late in the 1980s and didn't get into the 
B overbuilding,” -he added. "Many, in fuel, 
i didn't even .participate in the expansion of 
the '80s."

beef. It will be seasoned — with 
Clark’s secret recipe — and wrapped 
and will go into the barbecue pit 
about 6 p.m. today. 

Clark and his friend. Dave Lake, 
have been in barbecuing in Oakley’s 
City Park every summer since 1962, 
when they cooked beef for the first 
lime for a grassmen’s tour. 

They dug a hole where a 
permanent pit has since been built, 
und when Clark removed the meat 
und carried it over for Lake to carve, 
he told his friend it felt as if it had 
burned. 

"Hurry and look," Luke said, "and 
if it’s no good, we’ll Just ride over 
the ridge tKforc they get here.” 

“We got the basic idea of how to 
do it in a phone conversation with a 
man in Hagcmian.’* Clark said. "But 
wc didn't know how big to make the 
pit. how many coals to use, how big 
to make the roa.sts. how to season it 
or how long to cook it." 

"There's always a gucs.sing 
factor." even after 29 years, he said, 
but if attendance at the barbecue is 
any indication. Clark guesses pretty 
well. 

The 6-fcct-by-4.fcei concrete 
barbecue pit is filled with hardwood 
18 inches deep to cook the meat for 
about 18 hours. 

It takes more thon two cord.s of 
wood for the fire, he said. 

"Wc used to cook it about 12 
hours, but the longer time is belter 
because the meat is more tender," 
Clark said. 

Preparation for iht barbecue is a 
Clark family affair. His .sons, Tom 
and Don. and grandson. Harlo, all 
work on the project. 

"Tltcy know^ns much about doing 
it as I do." the elder Clark said. 

"Some people around here think 
the Clark family makes a killing on 
this barbecue, but that's not true," he 
said. "Wc do it-as u community 
service." 

The Clarks sell the meal to the 
ItKal Pioneer Day committee at cost, 
and then prepare, cook and serve it 
with the proceeds going to the LOS 
Church and the various 
organizations that participate in the 
celebration. 

Tlie roa.st.s. each weighing 20 to 30 
pounds, arc first pul into plastic 
bags, wrapped In four thicknesses of 
white butcher paper and then 
wrapped tightly in muslin. Tlien just 
before the beef is pul into the pit. it 
is wrapped again in wet burlap. 

The pit is covered to prevent the 
fire from blazing and when tlie meal 
is done. -removed quickly. 

"Wc have to put a hook in each 
roast to get it out because it is so 
hut." Clark said.

The leak of a nitrogen-helium 
coolant gas was detected Monday 
in Unit No. 1 of the power plant, 
said Stanislav Naslcnaf, duty offi- 
cer at the Lithuanian Civil De- 
fense Department. The leak was 
slopped in 40 minutes and the de- 
fect in the cooling system was 
fixed within a day, he said. • 
"There is no danger to the envi- 


ronment, but die material loss is 
substantial due to the high cost of 
the nitrogen-helium mixture.” 
Naslenaf said in a telephone in- 
terview.

criminal charges against its crew. 

"1 think our voyage will help speed up ilie solu- 
tion of the Black Sea Fleet problem," Lt. Capi. 
Sergei Naslenko, a Ukrainian who was com- 


manding the ship, .told commonwealth television 
Wednesday. 

Adm, Igor Kasatonov said Ukraine was break- 
ing a pledge to keep the fleet u-ider a unified 
command for the time being. The pact was 
reached last month by Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin and Ukrainian President Leonid 
Kravchuk.

Perot’s plan features good 
policy but high-risk politics 


Ross Perot was preparing to do 
some very unpolitic things before he 
cluingcd Ills mind and bowed out of 
tijo presidential nice a week ago. 

According to The Wall Street 
Journal. Perot’s long-awaited 
economic program included cuts in 
Social Security benefits and farm 
subsidies arid a 50-cents-a-ga!Ion hike 
in the federal gasoline tax. 

The program's centerpiece was an 
S800 billion deficit-reduction plan 
that would have attacked the problem 
far more aggressively than advocated 
by cither President Bush or 
Democratic nominee Bill Clinton. 

To be sure, curbing entitlements 
and taxing consumption would have 
been a huge political gamble. 

But Perot sensed what most 
Americans already know: We’re 
keeping the public trough filled at the 
peril ol'our economy, our standard of 
living, our way of life and. our 
children’s future. 

National surveys consistently show 
that a majority of Americans is 
willing to accept some pain to rein in 
a government they consider to be out 
of control. In fact, that attitude was 
the source of Perot’s popularity. 

But anyone who suggests such a 
course had better be ready for the full ■ 
fury of every well-oiled speciol- 
intcrc.st group that depends on 


taxpayer-provided perks and pork for 
its prosperity. 

Perot would have had to run the full 
•gantlet, from the American 
Association of Retired Persons to the 
National Education Association, and 
the temptation to compromise his 
convictions would have been 
enormous.

vision nor the courage to solve them.

But thi.-dittle r . ; / 
admission $ 1 for adults, 50 cents for kids - 
was a piece with the hurdscnibble past Perot 
had simultaneously evoked and fled: wiry, 
fearless women and rangy, weathered nien 
with handlebar mustaches: hard-working 
horses; bulls like locomotives, and dainty, 
confounded calves; all gathered to enact 
humankind's dominion over the animal 
world. 

I was wearing the only pair of Dickies in 
the crowd this evening; indeed 1 was the 
only aduli, male or remalc. who was not in 
jcan.s. Far be it from me to stand up and tell

Rockies as 1 was, why his success was not 
an extension but a grotesque distortion of 
the legacy they struggle to sustain. 

These folk live about as gcogrophically 
and psychically far from big government as 
they can. They don’t like it, they don’t trust 
it. they wish it would get the hell out of the 
way. The best they hope for is that 
.somebody who shares their impatience and 
distrust will cut the government down to 
size. 

Whether he actually shared or merely 
played on their impatience and distrust, 
Ross Perot was. for the moment, that 
somebody. A lot of these people regarded 
Perot us an example of their own virtues 
rewarded, of the happy results that can 
accrue when a man works hard, stays 
faithful, keeps his aim true. All they knew 
about his integrity was his twang, his crew 
cut, his humble tasic in .suits, But Perot still 
seemed a whole lot more familiar out here 
than Clinton and Gore, with their civics- 
class earnestness and their student-council 
good looks. 

But us I sat watching what the announcer 
called "2,000 pound of snot-flinging ‘Bray- 
mcr’ bull" reduce a young cowboy to a 
hatiess, limp and ruined thing, I was struck 
by how the national compulsion for 
correctness had penetrated even here. Half 


the announcer’s banter consisted of a 
defense against the slings and arrows of 
animal rights activists, a speech about equal 
opportunity in the rodeo business, and a 
scries of dumb-male jokes to compensate 
for lost season’s dumb-blonde jokes, about 
which he hod received some complaints. 

“What’s the difference between 
government bonds and men?" he asked at 
one point. Answer? “Government bonds 
mature.” 

In what little remains of the Amencan 
We.st, ranching provides a poor living but a. 
rich life. Those riches were on display as the 
rodeo closed and families lingered in the 
dusty twilight, eating Navajo Stir-Fry and 
Q-4-U-BBQ, sipping beer, and pop and 
Thelma's Old-Fashioned Lemonade, and 
speaking ofhailstorms and bum trucks and 
smart horses with the contrary pride that 
every hardship dignifies. '■ 

Like al! the rest of us these people may 
dream of striking it rich, but maybe now that 
Perot has let them down, they’ll remind 
themselves of the riches that lie beyond a 
rich man’s reach, and with the audacity that 
animoted tlieir ancestors, ask the next 
billionaire who toys with the presidency; “If 
you’re so rich, why aren't you smort?”

The United States 
had not joined the League, but had 
assumed a leadership role in other 
interwar activities meant to create a 
peaceful world system. 

These includ^ the Washington 
and London Naval Treaties limiting 
the number and armament of war- 
ships and the 
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Kellogg- 
Briand Pact 
of 1927, 
which re- 
nounced war 
"as an instru- 
ment of na- 
.tional poli- 
cy.!' All the 
major powers 
involved in 
World War 11 , 
had signed ^ Roosevelt 
this treaty 

pledging that solutions “shall never 
be sou^t except by pacific means." 

It look its name from US. Secre- 
tary of SjUiie Frank Kellogg and 
French Foreign Minister Aristide 
Briand. It was not a lack of treaties, ' 
but their collapse when challenged 
by the Axis that led to war. 

. Hull was a contmitted inlemation- 
alist in the spirit of Woodrow Wil- 
s6n. As a Democratic member of the 
House of Representatives from 
1907-1931 (except for one term), 
Hull wrote the first income tax law, 
worked to raise inheritance taxes 
and to lower tariffs that protected 
American industries from foreign 
imports. Elected to the Senate from 
Tennessee in 1930, he was appoint- 
ed secretary of state in 1933. He 
vforked hard to pull President Roo- 
sevelt towards his philosophy of a 
• new world order. 

Free trade was a key part of Hull’s 
program as it had been of Wilson’s. 
Hull believed “world economic dis- 
armament” should accompany mili- 
tary disarmament. He thought trade 
rivalries were part of the struggle 
between nations that produced wars. 

In the 1930s, Roosevelt was trying 
to pull American industry out of the 
Great Depression; but he was slowly 
converted to free trade by the 
prospect of 0 triumphant American 
economy expanding into world mar- 
kets. The only nation that could 
match the United States in tcchnolo-i 
gy was Germany, and it would bc| 
defeated. The supports for industry! 
that had helped build the United! 
Slate into the world's foremosti 
economy could now be dropped 1 
without fear that a rival would ap-^ 
pear. 

In mid- 1942, Hull was trying to 
move Roosevelt away from the idea 
of post-war spheres of influence. 
Hull wanted a single, global system 
presided over by the U.N.. not re- 
gional blocs organized around major 
powers. Roosevelt was thinking in 
term.s of what he called the “Four 
Policemen” — the United States, 
China, the Soviet Union and the 
British Empire each responsible for 
peace and st^ility in their ports of 
the world, working together through 
the U.N. 

■ The. British talked Roosevelt out 
of adding Brazil to police South 
America. Roosevelt excluded France 
because it had been so easily defeat- 
ed by Germany in 1940. England 
qnd the Soviet Union were opposed 
to including Chinn. Yet Rooseveltl 
felt that after Japan was defeated. 
Chinn despite its lock of develop- 
ment would have<to lead Asia. 

Roosevelt also V^Iieved that 
Moscow, shaken hy the war's de- 
struction, would nnd cooperation 
more attractive than confrontation. 
Yet such idealism would soon be 
undermined by reality.

Scientists find 
reduction of 
greenhouse gas 

NEW YORK (AP) — The accu- 
mulation of one of the most impor- 
tant atmospheric greenhouse gases is 
slowing and could level off by the 
year 2(K)6. but that doesn’t reduce 
the potential threat of global warm- 
ing. government researchers said 
Wednesday. 

The researchers found that atmo- 
spheric levels of methane, which 
had been growing nt about 1 percent 
pcr'Vcar, are now growing at about 
halnthat rote, and the growth rate is 
declining. 

ThV findings arc based on eight 
years’ worth of measurements at 37 
sites around the world, said Edward 
Dlugokcncky of the University of 
■ Colorado and the National (Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration in 
Boulder. Colo. He is one of the prin- 
cipal authors of the studyj which 
will appear im Thursday s issue of 
the scientific journal Nature.

Colombian

Tlie cartel leader took three senior 
officials hostage, but, arniy comhian- 
dos at dawn freed the captives. 

Escobar later spoke to reporters 
via a cellular telephone from a tun- 
nel under the Medellin prison, the 
ranch house 200 miles northwest of 
the capital. He told a radio network 
he would fight to the death. 

But when the army regained con- 
trol oyer the prison, the tunnel was 
empty and Escobar was nowhere to 
bo found, Blackburn said. 

Escobar and 14 other alleged car- 
tel leaders surrendered last year on 
condition that they be held at the 
ranch and not extradited to the Unit- 
ed States. 

But President Cesar G.iviria or- 
dered the army to move Escobar to a 
military prison this week because of 
indications he was ordering the mur- 
der of rivals for his mullibillion-dol- 
lar cocaine operation from inside 
prison. 

U.S. officials say Escobar direct- 
ed the flow of cocaine to the United 
States in the 1980s. Tliere had been 
widespread criticism of the govern- 
ment’s decision to house Escobar in 
a luxury prison, which he him.sclf 
controlled. 

When the army entered the jail 
Tuesday night. Escobar and other 
prisoners grabbed guns from guards 
and took hostages, one of the freed 
hostages said. 

Tlie hostages included an assistant 
justice minister. Eduardo Mendozii; 
the national director of prisons. Col. 
Hemaiido Navas, and the jail’s war- 
den. Col. Omar Rodriguez.

Management spends as much os S3.2I per AUM. 

• Both collect S1.92 per AUM from public lands ranchers. 

AUM is the amount of forage a cow and calf or five sheep ' 

• cot in one month. 

The ’livestock industry mointains that it costs ranchers 
more to raise animals on public lands. Critics maintain that 
public land grazing fees arc far below the foir market value. 

But federal forage historically has been regulated and 
therefore no morket has developed to determine the price. 
Meanwhile'’ the government has been losing money un 
grazing for many years. , • 

The repon "confirms that the current fee formula does not 
generate sufficient funds to cover the costs of the grazing 
, programs of either the Bureau of Land Management or tlie 
U.S. Forest Service, regardless of now those costs were 
calculated,*' according to the Natural Resources Defense 
Council. 

The council is a nationwide environmental ^roup. 

Ranchers contend that grazing fees arc fair and equitable 
ond that raising them would drive many small family 
ranching operations out of business.

With more than 30 members voting, the 
committee chose Filer Mayor Robert Fort, 
Idaho Department of Correction 
pfcscntcnce investigator Sheny Morrill and 
the recording supervisor in the county 
recorder's office, Marjorie Annis, as the 
finalists forthc job. 

• The Twin Falls County Commission will 
make the final selection. 

- The three finalists were chosen from a 
group of six who spoke to committee 
members Wednesday night. 

Camille Jones, the county jury 


commissioner, Billy Thornquest, the jail 
administrator, and Johnny Andrew, an 
accountant and businessman, also were in 
the running for the job. Committee 
Chairman David Munroc said 19 people 
initially applied to ihc.committcc. 

Fop said that if appointed he will resign 
his job as Filer mayor and would 
discontinue any business his printing firm 
docs with the' county. Annis ran against 
Wright in the GOP primary two years ago. 

Wright has accepted the job as (he trial 
court administrator of the 5th Judicial 
District. Those who vied to replace her 
praised the changes Wright brought to the 
office and vowed to continue the course 
she set. 

Munroc said the committee was looking 
for a Republican who has management 
and computer experience as well as good 
public relations skills. 


Rhizomania shows up again, 
appears not to be spreading

TWIN FALLS — Tests fiavcTbund 
additional fields infected with a root 
disease threatening Minidoka and 
Cassia counties' beet crop. 

But Roger Vega of the Idaho 
Department of A^culturc told industry 
officials at a crisis committee meeting 
late Tuesday that it does not appear the 
disease rhizomania, or crazy root, is 
spreading. 

The latest testing has found the 
disease in 20 fields in Minidoka and 
Cassia counties. Just over 500 acres of 
beets grown by 14 farmers in a 3>^-milc 
radius were infected. More than 200 
fields totaling 10,000 acres were tested. 


But Vega said there was even more 
acreage within that circle that remains 
untouched by the disease that has 
devastated beet production in'some 
areas of Texas and California. 

Agriculture Director Greg Nelson 
said growers were still discu.ssing how 
to handle the harvest in the 
contaminated fields. 

“They arc trying to work out a 
situation where we will allow sonic 
salvage forthc 14 growers but still 
guard against the risk of 
■contamination,” Nelson said. 

Only one of the 20 infected fields lias 
been destroyed, primarily because the 
crop was poor to begin with. But a 
salvage harvest was a possibility on (lie 
other 19.

TWIN FALLS - The cost of 
grazing on public land is more than 
just dollars, environmentalists say. 

The real cost includes the 
changes in vegetation over vast 
tracts of public land and in the 
transformation once year-round 
streams to washes that carry off the 
spring thaw.

TWIN FALLS - The federal government in 1990. spent 
$52 million more on publisJand-gnizing Ilian it culiccled in 
fees, according to a recent government report. 

' TTie report, released by the Departments of Interior and 
Agriculture, says that the Forest Service spcnd.s as much ns 
$3.24 per animal-unit-month. The Bureau of Land 
Management spends os much as $3.21 per AUM. 

Both collect $1.92 per AUM from public lands ranchers. 

AUM is the amount of forage a cow and cal f or five sheep, 
eat in one month. 

The livestock industry maintains that it costs ranchers 
more to raise animals on public lands. Critics maintain that 
public land grazing fees arc far below the fair market value. 

But federal forage historically has been regulated and 
therefore no market has developed to determine the price. 
Meanwhile the government has been losing money on 
grazing for many years. 

The report “confirms that the current fee formula docs not 
generate sufficient funds to cover the costs of the grazing 
programs of either the Bureau of Land Management or the 
U.S. Forest Service, regardless of now those costs were 
calculated,” according to the. Natural Resources Defense 
Council. 

The council is a notionwidc environmental group. 

Rtmehers contend Ihot grazing fees arc fair and equitable 
and that raising thenr would drive many small family 
ranching operations out ofbusiness. About 90 percent ofihe 
BLM permittees and 81 percent of Forest Service pcrmittec.s 
arc medium to small family operations, tlic report says. 

But the 500 largest.of the BLM's 22,058 grazing allotment 
total nearly 47 percent of the BLM’s grazing land. 

Idaho’s 3,675 permittees depend on public lands for about 
23 pfftcmTTf the forage for cattle and about 35 percent for 
sheep, the report says. 

The industry also criticized the report because it does not 
account for the value of a federal grazing permit in suiting 
grazing fees. 

The report also was to establish a “fair-market value" for 
.public grazing lands. But it admits the method used is not 
;IIkc!y;to.scttlc the issue - a fact pointed out by the livcstoek 
' 'industry. ■ 

The- industry’s comments on the report characterized it a.s 
•..“conterriptuous and outrageous” because it does not clear up 
^ihe controversies of a 1986 report including the method of 
. ■ establishing “fair-market value." 

' The current report was requested by Congress to update 
that 1 986 review of grazing fees. 

The “estimated average appraised” market value for public 
grazing land in Idaho is $6.39 to $5.85 per AUM foe cattle, 
according to the report. The 95 cents per AUM for sHcep was 
-not updated. The fair-market value was ustablished.be 
comparison to the price and conditions of private grazing 
land in the same area. 

The livestock industry, however, contends that if the extra 
costs of grazing livestock on public land were added in, the 
cost would be comparable to grazing on private lands. 

-Ranchers cite higher costs for transportation, predator 
losses and fences and range water developments. But their 
estimates may high. 

According to a question-and-answer sheet published by u 
coalition of livestock industry groups, permittees "mu.st bear 
all costs of fencing, water improvements, roads and must 
shore the land with the general public.” 

But according to Forest Service officials, the federal 
government picks up the tab for materials for fences and 
water developments. Ranchers must supply the labor and 
maintenance for projects that benefit livestock grazing. 

The report says the average rancher's contribution for 
range development projects is well below what the agency 
contributes. In 1990 BLM permittees paid an average of 14 
cents per AUM, while the agency paid $1.13. "Forest Service 
permittees paid 22 cents per AUM and the agency paid 68 
cents per AUM. 

But a portion of grazing fees are returned to the state

Craig, Symms root out import pl^n for potatoes, garlic, onions

WASHINGTON - Idaho’s garlic 
growers - all eight of them - won’t have to 
face c 9 mpetition from cheap imporied 
garlic,' thanks to U.S. Sens. Steve Symms 
and Lariy Craig. 

The two Republicans successfully 
petsuoded the Bush administration to turn 
down a request firom Mexico and Argentina 
to let them export garlic, onions and 
potatoes to te United States duty-free. 


' Not surprisingly, it was the potato 
portion, of that request that caught Symms’ 
■and Craig’s eye. 

Idaho ranks first among the 50 states "in 
potato production. Last year the state grew 
122 million hundredwi^t of spuds, with a 
value of $492.6 million, according to the 
Id^o Deportment of A'griculture. 

Tl)e state also has a substantial onion 
- crop, producing $48.5 million worth of 
onions in 1991, said Laura Hobbs, the 
department’s director of domestic and 
Canadian moricetTng programs. 


I^ho’s garlic industry, in contrast, is 
miri|sculc - so small, in fact, that only eight 
growers ore registered with the agriculture 
department. Most of them, are in the 
Paphondic and in Canyon County, Hobbs 
said. 

How small? .When askcd.how much 
garlic.'was grown in the state last year, 
Hobbs said the department didn’t keep 
track, “bul l could survey the growers and 
find out,” 

However much they ^w, they’ll benefit 
from the decision, onnoiuw^ .Thursday by

Temple 
gathered seven books of city codes 
and regulations to take home to 
study. 

"I just want to be informed." she 
.said. 

Martin said he chose Temple 
because she is well qualified, has 
shown a strong interest in city 
government and has done a gmxl job 
on the library board. 

"I think site's going to be a real 
asset."

make it safe for cows in an effon to 
"put more pounds on their cattle." 
Cclirkc said. . 

"Everything they’re doing is to 
mitigate for some past damage." he 
said. ' 

In many areas it still will take 
many years before waicrshcds arc 
restored as funciioning wuiersheds. 
even if all grazing were halted. 
Cehrkc said. 

Rangeland may be improving, but 
llicfc still is a lot or room for 
improvement, said Randy Smith. 
Region 4 wildlife biologist with the 
Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game. 

Smith questions the ranchers' 
claim, that range dcvclopmeni.s 
benefit wildlife. It is true of some, 
but not all developments, he said. 

Biologists have seen some 
increases in ;intelopc numbers where 
wells arc drilled and water pumped 
out onto the desert, he said. But 
piping springs out lo mctul stock 
tanks do not help wildlife much. 

■nic meadows supported by those 
springs arc rich in insect life 
imp«>nam to small birds. But not all

where they were collected and are 
used for range development projects. 
Tlie report docs not specify whether 
those funds arc included us rancher 
contributions, according to the 
NRDC comments. 

The NRDC also questioned the 
ninouni of money that cun be 
attributed to wildlife and watershed 
bcncfiis. A BLM letter to Ihe group 
in 1990 revealed that only 2.66 
percent of "range beuerment" funds 
were going to benefit wildlife and 
watcrslicds. 

But the report ascribed 32. percent 
of DLM funds to benefits other than 
livestock and 26 percent of Forest 
Service funds. ■ . 

The Forest- Service and BLM 
together administer about 307 
million acres of public rangeland in 
16 Western states. The land is 
broken up into more than 30.000 
allotments ranging in size frorri less 
Ilian 40 acres to more than I million 
acres. The lands arc grazed by 
23.645 operotions. 


the water needs to go to the, 
livestock.

where some water is left in the 
spring to sustain the meadow. 

In past efforts to., improve 
livcsioek grazing, some-ulloimcnis 
have been burned off and invading 
junipers bulldozed. These ureas were 
reseeded with crested wheat grass. 

But small bird and mammal 
.populations Jo belter in ureas with 
high plant diversity. 

Public land agencies now 
increasingly reseed natural or 
phinncd burns with more native 
species. Smith said. And that will 
help with department goals, of 
restoring wildlife diversity in, 
historic hubilals..hc .said. 

"It’s one of the most important 
things wc do." he said. 

One place that has happened is the 
lower Big Cottonwood Canyon, near 
Oakley, where the agency has 
transplanted California b.ighorn 
sheep ami introduced wild turkeys. 

Following a fire in 1988, cattle 


were kept out of the lower t Jqj 
miles of Big Cottonwood Canyon to 
allow it to recover. Willows and 
. cottonwoods along the creek staged 
a comeback during the respite from 
grazing. 

The rancher. Harold Cranney of 
Oakley, agreed to reduce the amount 
of grazing along the creek. He kept 
his 400 cow-culf pairs out in 1989 
and ullowcd them only to pass 
through quickly in 1990. 

In 1991 and [992 ihe cows spent 
only 10 days in the area. Before 
1988 they had customarily spent .30 
days in the area, according to Ray 
Nciwcri. Forest Service range 
conservulionist with the Twin Falls 
Ranger District of the Sawtooth 
National Forest. 

After five years of rest and 
reduced grazing, young willows 
reach up to 12 feet and young 
cottonwe^s four to 10 feet in ureas 
that were bare before. Beaver have 
returned to the urea with more than 
20 dams in the lower ponioit of the 
creek.'-

Cassia records Idaho’s 2nd highest crime

BURLEY Cassia ' County’s 
crime rate was the second liighesl in 
the Idaho in 1991. according to a 
state report. 

According to report released by 
the Idaho Department of Law En- 
forcement. Cassia County ranks-be- 
hind only Canyon County in the 
number of crimes reported last year. 
Nearby Minidoka County ranked 
14th overall of the 42 counties re- 
porting. 

Ttie crimes Included in the report 
include murder, rape, roblwry, ag- 
gravated assault, burglary, larceny, 
motor vehicle theft and arson. 

“We've always beep keeping 
track ot‘ the number of offense re- 
ports. and since June of last year, the 
number of offenses went completely 
out of sight." said Cassia County 
Sheriffs Department Ll. Jim Mi- 
gens. 

Cassia County's high Crime rate is 


nothing new. As far as Iligens re- 
members, the county has always 
ranked in the report's top five. 

He said he isn't sure of the cause, 
but the number of offense reports 
generated by deputies began to rise 
last June, tind the iiumt>ers are still 
alwve average. Offense reports are 
completed almost anytime a deputy 
makes a call. 

They can descriln: "anything from 
a dog bite to a murder.” said Higens. 

Me said this year htisn'l been aiot 
better. Usually, there are fewer than 
200 offense reports in each of Jan- 
uary and February, bpt this year 
there were more than 300 each 
month. Iligens said. 

Tliere are a number of factors 
which make Cassia County appear 
to l)e high in crime, said Iligens. 

"It's kind of unfair for us’ in Cas- 
sia County because the report strict- 
ly goes by population." said Iligens. 
■Pie Statistics sliow that Cassia 
County has .S.94.3 serious crimes per 
KHl.OOO population. 


Although the population of the 
county is officially listed at approxi* 

' maiely 20.000. it can balloon to 
much more than that during the 
summer, wlien the area sees an in- 
flux of fftrm laborers. Higons saiil. 

Many people from Minidoka 
County travel to Cassia County to 
work and shop and vice versa, lie 
said, 

Cassia County' is also located 
halfway between Salt Lake City ami 
Boise along^the ihterstaie. and trav- 
elers can alsoTmstJ-thc^xjpulation of 
the county, lie said. '"'L 

The crime statistics show 
rise occurreil in six of the eight cin'^ 
gories comprising serious crime. 
There was an increase in rape. r»)b- 
Irery. aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny and motor vehicle theft, 
wliile arson and murder reports went 
tiown. 

The increase in burglary is proba- 
bly the most dramatic. -In 1990 there 
were 166 burglaries, That number 
reached 2.'M in 1991.

Rupert should regain full bus service

RUPERT - A personality clash 
between the regional Greyhound 
franchisee and the Rupert Grey- 
hound ticket agent lias at least tem- 
porarily left this city without full bus 
service.

Tlie city ha.s been without Grey- 
hound bus service .since earlier this 
month. Steele said, because of "a 
clash of pcrsonalitic.s" with ticket 
agent Dclmar Hollingcr. 

Hollinger sold Greyhound tickets 
from his service station, Rupert Gas 
& Oil. located at state Highway 24 
and A Street. The Rupett bus stop 
was located near the service station. 

As for what caused the dispute, 
Steele said. "I am not at liberty to be 
specific about that." 

Contacted Wednesday, Hollingcr 
said he thought Steele "decided he 
didn’t want a bus depot in Rupert” 
because the Steeles wanted to dis- 
continue service here, although 
Hollingcr thought Greyhound does a 
good local business. 

But Steele sjiid his wife's fran- 
chise is in the process of changing 
ticket agents here, and full bus ser- 
vice will resume soon, probably 
sometime next week. 

He did not disclose who will be- 
come the next ticket agent in Rupert,

An announcement will be made 
shortly, he added.

Group seeks 
to put stop to 
bear-baiting

WASHINGTON — Wildlife preser- 
votionists denuinded a halt to bear-baiting 
in a Wyoming national forest Tuesday, 
charging that the practice is cruel and 
could endanger the survival of black bears. 

The Fund for Animals, joined by a local 
conservation group and two Wyoming 
hikers, filed suit in U.S. District Court 
challenging regulations adopted by the 
Forest Service on March 24. 

They said the regulations eliminated a 
requirement that hunters obtain permits 
before placing bait in the Medicine Bow 
National Fbrest to attract bears. 

The wildlife advocates asked the court 
to bar the Forest Service from ollowing 
bear baiting until it has filed an 
environmental impact statement and taken 
other actions they 'said are required by 
law. Pat Thrasher, public affairs oHicer for 
the Medicine Bow Nalionol Forest, said he 
had not previously heard of the lawsuit 
and would have no immediate comment. 

' The suit said the use of bait by hunters 
to attract black bears is a common practice 
on National Forest lands in Wyoming. 

A bait station may consist of 200 
pounds of bait — such as honey, other 
odorous foods and animal parts — 
scattered on a forest floor or enclosed in a 
perfoniled drum. 

“When a bear approaches, the hunter — 
who Is typically hidden in a hunting blind 
oc tree stand — shoots the unwitting 
animal,” the lawsuit said. 

Before March 24, the Foreti Service 

regulated the placement of bear bait on 
national forest lands in Wyoming through 
special use permits to control the 
conditions under which baiting would be 
allowed. 

The Fund for Animals, a nonprofit 
group that seeks to preserve animal 
species in their natural habitats, was joined 
in the lawsuit by Friends of the Bow, a 
Lanunic, Wyo., association thot says its 
aim is to foster ecologically sensitive 
management of the national forest. 

Also joining in the suit were Donald 
Jeffrey Duerr and Leila R. Stanfield of 
Laramie, who said they have encountered 
bear bails while biking in the forest and 
been distressed by them. 

The organizations said the regulations 
increase £e likelihood that their members, 
will encounter bear bait and that the bear 
population will decline. 

They said this will deprive their 
members of “their ability to observe, 
photograph and otherwise enjoy this 
animal in its natural habitat”

BOISE — AOcr seeing a significont Increase in the 
number of returning spring Chinook salmon, 
conservationists say the summer Chinook run is down 
substantially. 

Through mid-July, just under 2,800 summer chinook 
had reached Lower Granite Dom, the last dam on the 
migration from the ocean to spawning grounds in Idaho. 

A year ago, the count was nearly 3,500 at the same time 
and the 1 0-year average is almost 4,300. 

The National Marine Fisheries Service has designated 
the spring-summer run of chinook salmon along with the 
fall run os threatened under the Endangered Species Act, 
and planning Is under way to assure that the run is rebuilt. 

The Snake River sockeye salmon has the more critical 
designation of endongcred and is the focus of various 
proposals to dramatically revise the way the Lower Snake 
and Columbia rivers ore managed. 

Only eight sockeye salmon were counted passing Lower- 
Gronite Dam on the way to their spawning grounds in 


Redfish Lake in central Idaho this year, the same number 
as a year ago. In 1991. only four of those fish made it to 
the Sawtooth Mountain lake, one female and three males, 
and they were placed in a captive breeding program. 

Conservationists said they would again push that some 
of the returning fish remain free to this year to propagate 
wild salmon. 

“Idaho conservationists are considering urging that some 
adult sockeye, possibly at least one pair, be allowed to 
spawn naturally." said Pat Ford of the Save Our Wild 
Salmon Coalition. “Having wild sockeye in the river forces 
the recalcitrant agencies to fix the dams and implement 
reservoir drawdown.” 

Drawing dotvn the reservoirs behind the Columbia Basin 
dams has been the point of controversy this year. Idaho 
Gov. Cecil Andrus has repeatedly maintained the 
drawdown of the slack pools behind the dams to .speed up 
the flow that salmon ride to the ocean during their 
migration is the only way to restore the runs. 

, That scheme, however, has been .stridently opposed by 
downstream interests.

Regional I'isheries Ivlana^r i'rcd I’artridge 
said a study, king waged in ortoperiiion with’ 
Bureau of Land Management, began on the 
Jarbidgtf'Rivcr last week and will coniimie 
through the early fall. 

"We started with some el^ietro-rishing in 
iirea.s where we liad easy motor aeeess." 
Partridge .said. "Along the mailed ponions. it 
.(bull trout pupulation) didn't look that great. 
But with the drougiit tiie tlows are extremely 
I low and. of course, the aeeessiliiiity lets 
‘ llsheniien put u lot of pressure tm those waters. 
While we .saw none, tliat's not to say there 
aren’t any," 

But Partridge expects suece.ss to pick up as 
he and his crew begin the more dauiuing task 
of hiking the nearly inaccessible canyon and 
“periodically do some snorkel ininseds." 

Me said Ihe 29-mile sireieh prnbahly would 
recjuiru two or three lrip.s "over the next couple 
ofmonth-s" to complete, 

Me noted that bulltmul lilsiorically were in 
alt streams that had anadromous llsli runs, 
including Salmon Falls Creek and Rock Creek 
in Twin Falls County. 

"There muy be some remnants left in a more 
remote part ofa stream or two but we haven't 
had a report of any bulltrout being eaugiil in 
any south Snake waters since the early I'JftOs." 
Partridge .said. 

Me said the Jarbidge study would also 
include a censusing of other species, such a.s 
wild rainbow, while fish and sculpin. 

Partridge said although the current drought" 
has reduced a great many area reservoirs lo 
ponds and ideal for any uush fish eradication 
projects, he isn't planning any. 

The reproduction sites of the non-game 
.species h:i.s worked against a population build 
up. 

The spiny ray fish, suchas percii. spawn 
along the high water mark of reservoirs during 
the earjy portion of the year. Water withdrawal 
has been such the past few years tliat the cgg,s 
have been left high and dry — and dqomed. 

"They definitely haven't been as prolific the 
liusi five lo six years," Partridge s;iid. "In fact. 
\vc are in a low cycle on Magic Reservoir 
perch; The trout appear in good shape, very 
healthy. The reservoir fi.shing ha.s been pretty 
good for trout. Not a lot of fish but the one.s 
being taken arc nice fish." 

The same is true at Anderson Reservoir 
where pool drawdown ha.s intempted whai had 
been fairly good kokance fisfiing. 

"The rate of.decline (on Anderson) is less 
now that the outflow has been reduced," 
Partridge said. "Tlie banks seem to be drying 
out and fishermen probably can gel light boats 
into the water soon." 

“Smallmouth bus.s and kokanee fishing 
should be pretty good becau.se the low water 
has concentrated the populations." ’ . 

He said a report of a fi.sh dieoff on Dog 
Creek was checked out. 

"Wc were able to see some live fish 
swimming so it wasn’t a' complete dieoff but 
wc have no idea what the size of it might have 
been,” he said. 

Kokance, walleye, trout and small perch are 
provided pretty good action on Salmon Falls 
Reservoir. Partridge said the department has 
received no word of any rccord-lhrcatcning 
walleye or big ones t«ing taken this year. 

“Wc don’t expect to sec any large fish until 
the reservoir level increases. Wc need a lot of 
water there before wc can expect a burst of 
growth," he said. 

Particularly hurting the spiny rays in Salmon 
Falls Reservoir is the drawdown that now has 
la.stcd five years; 

“You can't expect a lot’ of reproduction in 
reduced spawning area,’’ he said. "The ravel 
area in the backwaters of the. reservoir has 
been dry for five years and it is the best 
spawning site on the impoundment”

As 
mature adults, they must hurdle the 
dams again as (hey head upriver to 
spawn die.

reservoirs behind the dams speeds 
their passage to the sea. 

The hydropower system "blocks 
salmon spawning habitat, delays 
juvenile and odull salmon migrations 
and subjects migrating salmon to 
increased temperatures, predation and 
turbine monolity," the defense fund 
news release said. 

In ordering the water spill increases 
in April, Fox said 1992 dam 
operations in themselves would not 
jcoponlizc the salmon runs.

WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s not 
just the surge in uneniploynienl that 
has shaken Americans' conrulenee 
and kept them from borrowing and 
spending their way out of the eco- 
nomic slowdown, Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan saiil 
Wednesday. 

It's also is a deep-sealed forelwd- 
ing about their children and grand- 
children's future, he said.

General Electric pleads 
guilty in defrauding case 


CINCINNATI (AP) — General 
Electric Co. pleaded guilty Wednes- 
day to criminal charges of defrauding 
the Pentagon and the Israeli Defense 
Ministry, and agreed to pay $69 mil- 
lion in u settlement. 

Tlie company wa.s' accused of filing 
false claim.? totaling more than S40 
million. It pleaded guilty to defraud- 
ing S26.5 million. 

Prosecutors also alleged that GE 
gave Israeli Air Force (jencral Rami 
Dolan S7.9 million to influence deci- 
sions on jet fighter engine contracts. 

The company was charged with 
one count each of conspiracy, sub- 
mitting false clatm.s. money launder- 
ing and foilurc to keep accurate ac- 
counting records. 

As part of a pica agreement. GE 
will pay $59. S million to .settle a U.S. 
Justice Department suit against the 


company. U.S. District Judge Curl 
Rubin also fined the company $9.5 
million. 

U.S. Attorney D. Michael Crites 
said at a news conference the case 
was the largest prosecuted in the gov- 
ernment's foreign military aid pro- 
gram. He al.so said it was the first 
time a defense contractor was 
charged under the Money Laundering 
Control Act of 1986. 

Crites said although the case 
against the company was settled, in- 
dividuals were- still under investiga- 
tion. He would not identify them. 

Roger Witten, a lawyer for General 
Electric, said the company cooperat- 
ed fully with the government since 
the charges were filed in December 
1990. "GE ... has done its utmost to 
do the right thing." Witten lold the 
judge.

BOISE (AP) — Joe Albertson, 
founder of the Boisc-ba.scd grocery 
and drug store chain Albcrtson’.s 
Inc., is recovering from inic.slinal 
surgery at St. Luke's Regional 
Medical Center.

H-P readies to cut employees 


SPOKANE (AP) — Citing a 
volatile economy that mokes it diffi- 
cult to project sales orders, Hewlett- 
Packaitl Co. officials said 83 jobs will 
be eliminated at the company’s 
Spokane plants over the next 22 
months. 

About 90 employees with the short- 
est length of service were told their 
Jobs would likely be cut by Feb. I. 
spokeswoman Liz Wavnda said Tues- 
day. The company employs about 838 
people in its Spokane operations, 
which mainly produce radio communi- 
cations equipment. 

"We will be reviewing the numbers 
on a quarterly basis, so they could be 
revised either up or down," Wavnda 


said. "The problem is, lrying<«rprojcct 
orders these days is really difficult. We 
can’t predict from one month to the 
next, because the economy Is so 
volatile."

“I went wi^ the odds and played ' 
for trumps to be 2-2,’ explaincd an 
unhappy South. 

Look, over the situation to see If 
you can spot how and why South 
should have made his game. 

Dummy's heart acc won and 
Southfattacked trumps Immediate- 
ly. After he led dummy's spade king 
and then a low spade toward his A-J, 
the hand disintegrated. West had a 
trump trick, and there was no legiti- 
mate way to avoid the loss of two 
clubs and a diamond for one down. 

'You make the game if you lead a 
low trump from dummy to your ace 
and then finesse against West.” said 
North. 

■‘True," admitted South. “But 
what if I then had lost to the Q-2 
doublcton?" 

The answer lies in Elost's bidding, 
which advertised two suits, presum- 
ably 5-5 or longer. South should 
therefore maneuver to find out 
about East's holding in his unbid 
suits.' 

After cashing both high hearts, 
.placing both high clubs with Elast. 
he should cash dummy's diamond 
king and .lead a low diamond toward 
his ace. If East ruffs, he is ruffing a 
loser anyway. When East follows, 
SouUi has his answer. Holding two 
diamonds. East should not hold 
more than one spade, and the rest is 
easy.. First comes the acc. and then 
a finesse, and South turns Blast's ag- 
grp^ive bidding to his own 
advantage.
